Choice by Acclamation Is Con- 
ceded by Leaders; Prob- 
lem Is in Finding 
Vice President. 


MANY STATES BARRED. 


Senator Fairbanks Freely Spoken 
Of as Most Fitting Person 
to Help the President 
Win Victory in 1904. 
ROOSEVELT IN leaders con- 


cede his nomination by acclamation, and are 
seeking right man for second place.

Washington, D. C., May 
President Roosevelt's chances of securing the 
nomination by acclamation are now consid- 
ered so nearly certain that republican poll- 
tlelans have dismissed all other presidential 
quantities from their calculations and have 
been devoting themselves for some time to an 
animated discussion regarding the second 
place on next year's ticket. 

It is assumed as a matter of course that 
the presidential convention of 1904 will be 
practically a repetition of that of Phila- 
delphia in 1900, Roosevelt being nominated 
by acclamation, as was McKinley, with a 
merry little fight on the side, conducted 

fiy in inner rooms of the leaders, over 
the settling upon a presidential candidate 
* from the floor of the convention. 

There is no disposition to embarrass Presi- 
2 Roosevelt in any way by putting on 
the ticket any man who is in any sense 
antagonistic to him or his views. On the 
other hand, the president, it is reported, 
naturally shrinks from anything like dicta- 
tion. Accepting his nomination for the 
presidency by acclamation as a great per- 
sonal compliment, he would naturally be 
disinclined to make too great a use of his 
own influence in regard to the tail of the 
ticket. His wishes will be followed, how- 
ever, as far as he cares to make them known. 
It there is any great contest for the place 
it is unlikely the president would go to the 
extent of bis own personal 
favorite. 

The more likely plan for him probably 
would be to have a list of names submitted, 
so that no one should be nominated who 
would be in any way offensive to him, thus 
preserving to the convention within rea- 
sonable limits its ete liberty of choice. 

In selecting the vice presidential candidate 
Several qualifications: Will. bedgsiated upon; 
however, by close frieriti# of the president. 


Curiously enough, the tendeney now is not 


toward a young man, but rather toward one 
of more mature years than the president 
himself. The reason for this is to dispel 
any fears which may remain among business 
and conservative men regarding the alleged 
danger from Roosevelt's impetuosity. 

His record in the last year and a half ought 
to be enough to show the country that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is entirely safe, and that side 
by side with his strenuous enthusiasm there 
is a wise conservatism and an acute sense of 
duty which enable him to avoid making 
mistakes. Nevertheless, there is a feeling 
that the country would be better satisfied if 
his associate on the ticket should be one 
whose record for stability and moderation 
in all things is well known to the country. 

Thus it is significant to note that when. 
those who assume to be close friends of the 
president discuss vice presidential quantities 
they show a decided leaning toward a man 
Uke Fairbanks rather than towards Bever- 
Idge. In fact, one hears the name of Fair- 
banks mentioned with great respect in many 
significant quarters. The senior senator 
from Indiana was a close friend of McKinley. 
He is moderate in all things, a man of con- 


siderable ‘wealth, an exceedingly cautious 


adviser, and déservedly popular in the sen- 
ate. Taking one thing with another,. he 
would make an excellent vice president. 
Had McKinley lived, Fairbanks would have 
been a strong candidate for the presidency. 
It is an open secret that he has a neat little 
political machine of his own which he is able 
to operate in many different states and terri- 
tories. 

The tragedy at Buffalo has taught the peo- | 
ple again that the vice presidency is not a 
mere fifth wheel, and that the possible suc- 
cessor to the presidency should be chosen 
always with the utmost care. The assassi- 
nation of Garfield created a condition of 
public sentiment which induced John A. Lo- 
gan to permit the use of his name as second 
on the ticket with James G. Blaine. 

These reasons, it is believed, will be suffi- 
client to induce a man of Mr. Fairbanks’ 
standing to follow Logan’s example and sink 
his own presidential aspirations for the pos- 
sibility of becoming at least the permanent 
presiding officer of the senate. 

Most of the republican leaders believe Mr. 
Roosevelt's election is almost as certain as 
his nomination. They do not see any signs 
as yet of any great amount of harmony in 
the democratic ranks. On the other hand, 
they are willing to admit the conditions in 
New York state are such that its electoral 
votes readily might go to some good eastern 
democratic candidate. 

These republican prophets further figure 
out that under normal conditions Roosevelt 
can carry every northern state, with the 
possible exception of New York, New Jersey, 
or Maryland. The only danger which they 
believe would threaten his success would be 
the embroilment of the national administra- 
tion in factional fighta in some of the west- 
ern states which would result in the unex- 
pected loss of electoral votes sufficient, with 
the possible losses already noted, to sacrifice 
the election. 

Hence there is a growing tendency to in- 
sist that the president’s running mate shall 
not be chosen where he would become merely 
the representative of a faction in his own 
estate. This feeling, it is said, is operating to 
prevent a selection from Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Iowa, or Minnesota, because the four gov- 
ernors of those states, La Follette, Yates, 
Cummins, and Van Sant, each has aroused 
a strong factional fight, from which ft is 
deemed best to keep the national adminis- 
tration entirely free. 

+ Im the opinion of many political experts, it 
would be difficult to select a candidate from 
any one of the four states mentioned who 
would not be identified in some way or an- 
other with a local faction and would thus 
: in that particular state at election 
time the source of weakness rather than of 

In Michigan the conditions are 
only slightly less pronounced.

JOIN TO OPPOSE STRIKES. 


| LABOR LEADERS DEPLORE TEN- 


DENCY TOWARD HASTY ACTION.

trol of Industrial Situation and 
Stockyards Laborers Are Told That 
if They Are Unreasonable “ Their 
Charter Will Be Torn from Wall ”— 
Curran Speaks for the Freight Han- 
dlers—Big Enterprise Halted. 


Conservative labor leaders will attempt 
today to gain control of the local industrial 
situation and bring to a close the period of 
agitation and unrest that is threatening Chi- 
cago with a disastrous labor war. 

President Michael Donnelly of the Amal- 
gamated Meat Cutters and Butchers, who is 
at the head of the movement at the yards, 
went so far yesterday as to inform the la- 
borers that they must accept a fair com- 
promise from the packers on their wage 
scale’ “or have their union charter torn 


from the wall.“ 


L. J. Curran announced also that the 
freight handlers will try peaceable means 
to gain their w demands. He has retained 
Attorney Clarence 8. Darrow, who represent- 
ed the united mineworkers before the Gray 
commission, to watch over the interests of 
his union when formal negotiations are 
opened with the railroads. 

Both Donnelly and Curran declare their 
unions must get some concessions, and both 
will personally plead with their respective 
employers to grant them without a long 
series of conferences. Neither believes that 
the temper of the workers will permit delay. 


Labor Halts Big Enterprise. 

Coupled with the announcement of policy 
by the conservatives, came the statement 
that James B. Clow & Sons, manufacturers 
of radiators, plumbing, and gas supplies, and 
iron piping, have abandoned a project of 
doubling the capacity of their plants. The 
company now employs more than 1,000 men 
and has intended to make its plants the 
largest of their kind in the world. 

During the last year organized labor has 
caused the company constant trouble. The 
gasfitters, steamfitters, and supply clerks 
have made and broken agreements and have 
caused strikes on the slightest provocation. 
One of the union business agents even said 
Arbitration be @—d.” 

“We have definitely abandoned our plan 
for enlarging our plants,” said W. E. Clow 
last evening. Labor has been unreason- 
able.“ 

Other Labor Developments. 

Other developments of the day were as 
follows: 

Laundry owners and their drivers broke off 
negotiations, and the industry wfll probably be 
tied up for another week. ; 

Teamsters employed by the Anheuser-Busch com- 
pany continued on strike, but may go back to work 
today if the company becomes a member of a 
team owners’ association. 

Night watchmen of the downtown and south 
side sections of the city organized a labor union 
for the purpose of lessening their hours and ad- 
vancing their pay. . 

Packing Trades in Session. 
An exeiting meeting was held in the Unt- 


—the central body of the Union stockyards— 
met to consider the crisis brought about by 
the laborers. Representatives of all the 
unions of the district were present. 

As the situation is critical and may involve 
all the unions, each was given an opportunity 
to voice sentiment. Many of the men were 
opposed to accepting anything short of.the 
full demands of the laborers, which are 20 
cents an hour, or 2 a day, instead of the 
present rate, which varies from 15 to 17% 
cents an hour. 

It developed during the meeting that the 
packers have announced that they are will- 
ing to make a uniform wage scale of 17% 
cents an hour, or $1.75 a day, but will grant 
nothing more. This seemed too low to some 
of the delegates, but was favorably received 
by others, especially the conservatives, 


Warning to the Laborers. 

“The time is not ripe for radical action,” 
gaid President Donnelly, when he took the 
floor. The packers have been fair with us. 
They have practically given us the right to 
organize their plants, and we would be fool- 
ish to jeopardize our interests by a strike 
when we have an opportunity to compro- 


mise. 

I have found the packers reasonable 
when dealing with their men, and I have had 
much experience in wage disputes. I think 
the packers will be reasonable now. The 
laborers must accept proper terms or we will 
tear their charter from its frame.“ 

Members of the council will send a commit- 
tee of one from each union to act with the 
laborers at the conference to be held with 
the packers this afternoon. An adjustment 
of a serious disagreement is expected before 
night.. | 

Temper of the Freight Handlers. 
The freight handlers are confident that the 
railroads will make some concessions, al- 
though not even the most optimistic expects 
to get the full demands. 

The situation is pecultar,“ explained one 
of the freight handlers. “The managersare 
willing to give us a 10 per cent increase, and 
might go so far as to give us 12% per cent, 
but they will not offer it. We must go to 
them and make the proposition—a thing we 
are not willing to do at present.“ 

The truck drivers’ union, which would be 
a prominent factor in a freight 
strike, considered the possibility of such an 
outcome at its meeting yesterday. Sentiment 
was against a strike, and several members 
went so far as to say that the freight hand- 
lers would have to go it alone if they walk 
out. No formal action was taken. 


Watchmen Have a Union. 

The night watchmen who guard the down- 
town wholesale houses and the boulevard 
residences of the south side met at Fifty- 
third and Halsted streets to form their 


union. They declare they are working thir- | 


teen hours a day for $7 a week. The watch- 
men are not connected with any of the de- 
tective agencies, but hire out individually. 

The employés of the Chicago City Railway 
company are again discontented, and at a 
meeting held Saturday night they took up 
the question of a renewal of their agree- 
ment, which expires on June 10. It was a 
stormy session and broke up in a row. 

It finally was decided to trust the matter 
to the local executive board, which will be 
assisted in its werk by National Organizer 
Clarence Pratt of Cleveland The men prob- 
ably will ask the company to unionize all of 
its lines and grant a pay increage from 24 
cents to 30 cents an hour,

timore Denounces Con- 
duct of People in 
United States. 


CITES CASES OF CRUELTY. 


Declares Outrages Are Commit- 
ted in the Largest Cities. 
Immediately Under Eyes 
of the Police. 


Baltimore, Md., May 24.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Madison C. Peters, pastor of the Baptist Tab- 
ernacie here, and author of “ The Jew asa 
Patriot and Justice for the Jew,” in his 
sermon tonight denounced the persecution of 
the Jews in Russia, and then startled his 
audience by declaring that in a measure the 
people of the United States are guilty of the 
same erimes for which Russia and the Rus- 
sians are censured. He said in part: 

“In America the Jew has a double claim to 
recognition—the claim of the man under the 
wide tolerance of the twentieth century, and 
the claim of the American citizen under the 


broad spirit of the American constitution. 


“ Has he received the treatment he merits 
as a man, and the rights he deserves as a 
citizen? He is caricatured in the comic’ 
papers and on our stage. In our social, pro- 
fessional, and even political clubs he is black- 
balied. 

The wealthy Jewish merchant looking for 
a summer resort will be handed a circular 
bearing the footnote: ‘ No Jews taken.’ 

The Jew is excluded from society. Hosts 
apologize for the stranger by assuring you 
that ‘he is a good fellow, if he is a Jew.’ 

Massmeetings have been held in several 
cities for the purpose of protesting against 
the continual ill treatment and persecution 
to which the poor Jews in general and Jew- 
ish peddlers in particular are subjected, not 
only by the hoodlums but by, the school chil- 
dren. In Detroit the mayor had to make a 
special appeal to the police to prevent vio- 
lence and injustice. 


Persecution in Chicago. 

“In Chicago, the mayor sent a request to 
the president of the board of education, the 
result of which was the superintendent of 
schools issued instructions to the principals 
of. all school» to, warn their pupils against 
calling offensive names, throwing stones, or 


otherwise injuring poor Jews. 
Turan seen Jewish go home from 


offensive names with which fiey were taunt- 
ed. Outrages are frequently perpetrated 
upon the Jews in our cities under the eyes 
of the police—outrages which are a disgrace 
to our republic. 

“Russian and Roumanian immigrants, 
who are striving with might and main to 
earn a livelihood, meet with a reception from 
the denizens of the stfeets not at all credita- 


*ble to American citizenship. Have you for- 


gotten the outrage committed on the Jews 
in New York a few months since, when 
they reverently paid homage to their dead 
chief rabbi? Our own skirts are far from 
clean of anti-Semitism.” 


Jews in American Schools. 


Referring to the recent rioting at Kisheneff 
Dr. Peters said: 

“This massacre will undoubtedly lead to 
an immigration from Russia hitherto une- 
qualed, We need have less to fear from Rus- 
sian Jews than many other immigrants, es- 
pecially if we scatter them throughout the 
country. If you will read the names annually 
of the public school children who have passed 
the entrance examination to the subfresh- 
man classes of the colleges of the city of New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, Balti- 
more, and other large centers, you will find 
the Cosinskys, Sesmorskys, Czarcowskis, 
and other names of unmistakable Jewish 
families from Russia and Poland. 

“The children of Russian immigrants are 
crowding our schools, colleges, and untversi- 
ties. They are busy qualifying themselves 
for success, and, while even many of the 
German Jews are often reviling their Rus- 
sian coreligionists, they are broadening their 
minds. The librarians of the great cities will 
tell you that their best patrons are the young 
Russian and Polish Jews. They read and 
devour American history and biography, phi- 
losophy and science. 


Russian Jews in the War. 

“In the Spanish-American war the Rus- 
sian Jews furnished more than double their 
share of volunteers. The Russian Jews 
themselves have grown coarse in the strug- 
gle for existence, but look at their children 
in our schools and colleges, and you will 
behold quiet and cultivated young men and 
women, who will become an enormous force 
for good in the America of tomorrow. 

“The most offensive Jew in America is 
anxious for his children to have better so- 
cial and educational advantages than he had, 
and no people in America today are sacri- 
ficing so much for the education of their 
children as the Russian Jews.“ 


Jews Warned to Leave Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 24.—While it is 
not intended to imply that the government's 
Jewish policy aims at stimulating Jewish 
emigration, observers expect that this will 
be the result of it. It is noteworthy, how- 
ever, that M. Kronshevan, the editor of the 
Bessaraytz, the anti-Semitic paper of Kishe- 
neff, writing after the massacre, oratorically 
addressed the Jews in an article in this way: 

Become Christians and our brothers and 
enjoy all the privileges of Russian citizen- 
ship. If not you have one year to go where 
you please. After that term has expired 
there must not remain a single Jew in Russia 
unless he is Christianized, and thereafter 
entrance to Russia will be forbidden to the 
Jews forever.” 

M. Kronshevan's defenders include, be- 
sides the Novoe Vremya and other national 
ist papers, the director of the department of 
police, M. Lopoukhen, who, upon returning 
from Kisheneff, told a leading liberal jour- 
nalist tfat Kronshevan was the only man 
in Russia who had not been bought by the 
Jews.”

"MAX DEAD 


PAUL’ BLOUET CARRIED OFF BY 
CANCER IN PARIS. 


Was at One Time an Officer in French 
Army, Having Fought at Sedan and 
Been Captured by Germans — Won 
His First Prominence as an Author 
with “John Bull and His Island 
Had Written Many Clever Works 

Since That Time.

PARIS, May 24.—Paul Blouet, born in Brit- 
tany in 1848, author, traveler, lecturer, and 
special newspaper correspondent, who was 
better known by his pen name of “ Max 

O’Rell,” died here this evening of cancer. 
“Max O’Rell’s”’ first success as a writer 
was upon the appearance of his little volume 

entitled John Bull and His Island.“ 
Its keen wit and caustic satire at once at- 
tracted the attention of the critics and the 
public. The book was abused by the Paris 
correspondents of the English press, then 
translated into English, and the author 
awoke in the cloisters of St. Paul's to find 
himself famous. American reprints of John 
Bull and His Island have had a large sale. 


Born in Brittany in 1848. 
M. Blouet was born in Brittany in 1848. 
He was educated for a soldier in Paris and 
obtained the degree of B. A., a prize at the 
Sorbonne, and the rank of officer d’académie 
before he formally entered the French army. 
He came of age just in time to fight for

He was the author of a number of books, 
the best known of which to American readers 
are probably Jonathan and His Continent ”’ 
and 4 Frenchman in America.“ He was 
the recipient of several orders and decorations 
in France and other countries.

ONE AMERICAN PLAN BLOCKED. 


Federated Malay States Put Prohibitive 
Duty on Exports of Tin 
Ore. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 25, 3 a. m.—The Singapore 
correspondent of the Daily Mail telegraphs 
that the government of the federated Malay 
states has imposed a prohibitive duty on the 
export of tin ore unless it is smelted in the 
colony. This step is designed to check the 
American attempt to Morganize”’ the tin 
trade of the Straits Settlements. 

The American system was to purchase the 
ore im the Malay states and import it duty 
free into the United States, reéxporting the 
smelted article. The scheme was understood 
to be backed by the Standard Ol company, 
the steel trust, and the American Tinpate 
company. 

The producers of tin plates in the Straits 
Settlements were handicapped by the Ameri- 
can duty. The system was killing local com- 
petition and promised to enable the Ameri- 
cans to control the world’s supply of tin, of 
which the Straits Settlements produce three- 
quarters. 


FLEET TO ESCORT SHAMROCKS. 


Preparations Made for Gala Departure of 
Racers—Banquet Will Be Given 
Sir Thomas Lipton. 


GLASGOW, May 24.—Preparations are com- 
pleted for an enthusiastic send off for Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s fleet, which will leave for 
New York next Thursday at 1 p. m. Both 
the Shamrocks and the steam yacht Erin 
are now docked preparatory to their de- 
parture. A flotilla of turbine and other 
steamers, tugs, and yachts have been en- 
gaged to escort the fleet down the Clyde. 
Many prominent men have accepted invita- 
tions to be present at the banquet which will 
be given to Sir Thomas Lipton by the cor- 
poration of Greenock next Tuesday. Sir 
Thomas expects that the yachts will make 
the passage under three weeks.

TURKS SLAY NEARLY 500. 


REPORT THAT VILLAGE OF BAN 
ITZI HAS BEEN WIPED OUT. 


Only Forty-eight of the Entire Popu- 
lation Said to Have Escaped After 
Women and Girls Had Been Subject- 
ed to Cruelties—Bodies of the Dead 
Thrown Into the Water—Macedon- 
lan Band in All Day Fight with the 
Sultan’s Troops. 


LONDON, May 25, 8 a. m.--The Sofia cor- 
respondent of the Morning Leader telegraphs 
that the Macedonian committee reports that 
the Turks have burned the village of Ban- 
itzi, near Seres. Only forty-eight of the 500 
inhabitants escaped, and many women and 
girle were assaulted and murdered and their 
bodies cast into the water. 


Band Fights Entire Day. 
SALONICA, May 24.—The revolutionary 
band of nineteen men headed by the Macedo- 
nian leader, Svetkoff, against which the 
Turkish troops were fighting all day Thurs- 
day near the Bulgarian village of Mogil, six 
miles north of Monastir, was finally surround- 
ed and destroyed. The fight was a prolonged 
one and Svetkoff, twelve of his men, and six 
villagers were killed. 

The Turkish loss was trifling. After the 
fighting the bashi bazouks pillaged and 
burned eighteen houses in Mogil. 

Terror prevails in Monastir and the consuls 
propose to ask for foreign guards. Sixteen 
more battalions of Turkish troops are com- 
ing from Asia Minor to complete the occupa- 
tion of the villages. * 


CZAR LAYING PLANS FOR 
DAUGHTER TO SUCCEED HIM. 


Scheme of Education in Preparation So 
That Girl May Be Fitted to Reign in 
Event There Is No Son. ;

BERLIN, May 25, 3 a. m.—The Taglisch 
Rundschau reports the czar is seriously con- 
sidering an alteration in the law of succes- 
sion, with a view to enabling his eldest daugh- 
ter to ascend the Russian throne, failing a 
son. He has directed several educational 
experts to elaborate a scheme of instruction, 
with the object of preparing his daughter 
for the duties of ruler. 

This project inevitably will meet with 
strong opposition, especially from the disin- 
herited granddukes. 

It is reported that the czar shortly will 
make a pilgrimage to the hermit father, 
Serafin, at Sarafskaia, in the province of 
Tambours, and that he will be accompanied 
by the court and the ministers. Sarafskala 
is the Lourdes of the Russian members of 
the orthodox Greek church, and Father Sera- 
fin is venerated as a worker of miracles. The 
enar's homage will strengthen the belief of 
the common people in the hermit’s alleged 
supernatural powers. Afterwards the czar 
will go to Rome and Vienna.

Massmeeting in Jersey City. 

Jersey City, N. J., May 24.—[Special.)—A 
massmeeting protesting against the Jewish 
massacres at Kisheneff was held tonight in 
Temple Tiffereth Israel. Prominent mer- 
chants of the Jewish faith and more than 500 
men and women were present. Rabbi Kin- 
kelstein was the principal speaker. He spoke 
in the Hebrew language, urging his listeners 
to organize a committee and make a sys- 
tematic collection of funds for the suffering 
Jews in Russia. 


Massmeeting at Galesburg. 

Galesburg, III., May 24.—[Special.J]—A 
massmeeting was held here today to protest 
against the persecution of the Jews in Rus- 
sia. Addresses were made by a number of 
city pastors, and Sol Frohlich, a leading Jew- 
ish citizen, made an impassioned appeal for 
financial assistance and fair treatment. 

The meeting unanimously adopted reso- 
lutions, in which the massacre was declared 
to be a crime against civilization and hu- 
manity. The resolutions expressed the ab- 
horence for the atrocities and called upon 
President Roosevelt to protest through the 
secretary of state to the Russian govern- 
ment against the occurrence of such crimes. 
A copy of the resolutions was ordered trans- 
mitted to the president. Steps were taken to 
raise a fund for the survivors. 

La Crosse, Wis., May 24.—[Special.)—-The 
Jews of La Crosse to day asked Mayo: Tor- 
rance to call a massmeeting of citizens to 
act in regard to the Russian outrages. Res- 
olutions were also adopted and sent to Secre- 
tary Hay, asking the United States to inter- 
vene in behalf of the persecuted Jews in Rus- 
sia. Speeches condemning the Russian gov- 
ernment were made by B. L. Strauss, A. 
Hirshheimer, and the Rev. G. W. Vance, 
pastor of the First Methodist Episcopal 
church * 


Text of Tolstoi’s Letter. 


Tolstoi’s letter on the Kisheneff outrages, a 
brief extract of which already has been ca- 
bled, contains the following declaration of 
his attitude on the Jewish question: 

“As regards my views on the Jews and 
on the horrible doings at Kisheneff, they 
ought to be clear to all who interest them- 
selves in my conception of life. My attitude 
towards the Jews cannot be other than as 
towards brothers, whom I love not because 
they are Jews but because, like ourselves 
and everybody else, they are the sons of 
the one God, the Father. 

“Such love needs no effort on my 
for I have met and known many excellent 
people among the Jews. What I felt most 
deeply was horror at the criminals who are 
really responsible for all that occurred at 
Kisheneff and horror at our government, 
with the clergy, who keep the people in a 
state of ignorance and fanaticism with their 
bandit horde of officials. 


Denounces the Government. 

“The outrages at Kisheneff are but the 
direct result of that propaganda of falsehood 
and violence which our government conducts 
with such a tireless persistence. The attitude 
of our government towards these events is 
only one more proof of the brutal egoism 
which does not flinch at any measures, how- 
ever cruel, when it is a question of suppress- 
ing a movement deemed dangerous to them-

Here is a text for lay sermons kindly fur- 
nished to American women by their ‘critics 
in London. A writer in the London Daily 
Express answers both questions with a 
sweeping and prolix affirmative. Incidental- 


ly he said other sharp things about American 


women, but his final fling was the above. 
After putting the American woman down as 
a sndb he continued: 

“TI accuse this hybrid of striking at all 
that ig most cherished in the home life of 
at all that is most modest, un- 
selfish, and reverential. I accuse her of in- 
treducing the apelike decadence of New 
York society, where extravagance is distinc- 
tion, display is nobility, notoriety the 
ideal at which to aim. 

“I accuse her of neglecting her duties and 
setting an evil example to those of a lower 
station. She is a snob to her finger tips. 


a Her tuft-hunting, her struggles for social 


advancement are on the American 
idea of ‘ getting there.’ She has no scruples 
in her methods of applying to social life the 
éthicy of modern finance. She has no con- 
ception of home life. 

Her husband is a partner, to be thrown 
over if tending to bore. She either neglects 
or spoils her children. She considers know!l- 
edge of domestic economies degrading for so 
wealthy a lady./ She has no reverence and 
therefore canot understand that there are 
duties which long custom has bound around 
a high name she has bought. Her actions 
are those of a creature newly civilized yield- 
ing to whim or caprice. In dress she encour- 
ages prodigality, which is the curse of 
Womankind today.“ 

From the manner in which this diatribe 
was received yesterday by women either 
resident or visiting in Chicago it is likely 
to stir up a storm of discussion. Tur TRris- 
UNE yesterday secured from a score of pro- 
fessional and society women their opinions 
on the questions involved. A variety 
views is the result. 

A few women agree that American women 
are guilty of overdressing, and that they 
are so absorbed in the passion for dress that 
they really are the victims of a curse. But 
most of those who had opinions on the sub- 
ject denounced the censure as uncalled for 
or the result of a misunderstanding of Amer- 
ican conditions. 

One woman said that life is lived in Amer- 
ica on such a large scale that Englishmen 
and continentals fail to comprehend it. 
Thus, what would be extravagance of dress 
to them would be ordinary expenditure on 
this side of the Atlantic. 

Other women put the seeming extrava- 
gance down to the wave of prosperity. They 
say that the prosperous feeling of all classes 
in America shows itself in new houses, new 
business concerns, and new clothes. The 
majority believe that American women do 
not encourage prodigality of expenditure 
any more than the women of any other na- 
tion.

MISS LILLIAN RUSSELL. 
Good Taste of Most American Women Checks 
Tendency to Prodigality. — 

Do American women encourage prodigality 
in dress? Well, I'm afraid they do. It was 
not long ago that a well known New York 
society woman made it her rule of existence 
to have a gown every morning of the 
year. She has her imitators today, and, 
though the case is an exaggerated one, it 
is an illustration of the tendency of the 
times. 

But, speaking generally, I cannot believe 
that extravagance in dress has become the 
chief besetting sin of woman. That asser- 

n is pure nonsense. American® women 
may furnish a few conspicuous examples of 
women who sacrifice all to dress, but the 
great mass of American womanhood is too 
sensible to follow such leading. The good 
taste of the majority of American women, 
which is so conspicous in all places and at 
all times, may be relied on to temper any 
tendency to prodigality. 

If it seems to English and French women 
that Americans are spending an undue 
amount on their gowns at present, it would 
be well for them to remember that America 
is enjoying a tide of prosperity the like of 
which the world has never seen. The 
American woman is spending more for dress 
for the reason that the cost of dresses is 
higher. The tailors’ employés are getting 
higher wages than ever before, and mate- 
rials are costing more. If the foreign women 
who charge Americans with extravagance 
were to interview the great tailors in Paris 
the tailors would tell them that they have 
lost an immense amount of American trade. 
American women are waking up co the real- 
ization that gowns can be made as well, if 
not better, in this country than in France. 
Hence they have cut off their large orders 
to Paris, and are buying the same dresses 
for less money in this country. That has

Extravagance Result of Conditions Rather than 
the Cause of Them. 

While I doubt if any sensible woman would 
seriously lamenta curse whose greatest dread 
was that it brought her in its train a pretty 
gown, yet conscience forbids one’s claiming 
for the sex what does not belong to it by 
right. To answer the accusation in Yankee 
wise—is it fair to study effects as causes? Is

SERVANT GIRLS BY THE HOUR 
Is BOSTON’S LATEST IDEA. 


Domestics and Then Assign Them to 


Boston, Mass., May 24.—[Special.]—The 
servant girl problem will be much ameliorat- 
ed if. success. attends an industrial experi- 
ment to be instituted here by the Women’s 
Education association. A house in the Back 
Bay will be opened on Aug. 1, where young 
girls will be trained for a month or six weeks 
in various household duties, after which they 
will be hired out by the hour to householders. 

The company will guarantee the efficiency 
of the, gervant, as the girls will be graded 
according to their efficiency. The wages will 
be settled equitably between the employer 
and the company, and it will be possible for 
a housekeeper to hire a girl for an hour or 
two or for a longer period. 

For the girls it will better arrange the hours 
of work and leisure, so that whem the day is 
done they can go home like business women. 

The superintendent, Miss Ellen Huntington, 
is now at the University of Illinois, that col- 
lege having the best school of domestic sci- 
ence in the country.

‘Wall Street 3 to the 
President's Renomina- 
tion Has Collapsed. 


AS VIEWED BY A BANKER. 


Some Financiers Prefer a Man 
- Like Grover Cleveland or 
Judge Parker. 


New, York, May 24.—(Special.}—Wall street 
‘will not oppose the nomination of It 
at the next republican convention. he 
movement against him has collapsed for 
want of an available candidate. Uniess the 
democracy nominates a democrat of the type 
‘of Grover Cleveland er Judge Parker, the big 
financial interests of the country will keep 
out of the next presidential campaign. 

The opposition to the president, which de- 
veloped last fall, gathered headway during 
the session of congress, and reached a climax 
when the decision against the Northern Se- 
curitles merger was announced, has appar- 
‘ently disintegrated. The men who nursed 
that opposition have come to realize that 
there is no hope of defeating the president in 
the convention. 

Of course there are some Wall street men 
who, politics aside, are opposed to the presi- 
dent’s reélection. These anti-Roosevelt 
financiers are conservative men, who hope 
for the nomination of some man like Grover 
Cleveland or Judge Parker. For such a can- 
didate they would collect the biggest cam- 
_paign fund known in the history of American 


of the effort to nominate Grover Cleveland. 
There are also a few Wall street men who 
are anxious to see Roosevelt beaten at any 


Views of a Leading Banker. 

Referring to Wall street’s attitude toward 
the president, one of the best known bankers 
in New York, a man who is recognized as a 
world financier, says: 

“The more frantic opponents of the presi- 
dent, who go about saying that they want to 
see him beaten at any price, put their faith 
in a republican senate. They hope to see a 
deadiock in Washington, which would pre- 
be any anti-trust or tariff reform legisia- 

on 

For a time Wall street was persistent in 
efforts to fix on an available candidate for 
the republican nomination. It is no secret 
that many of the strongest bankers in New 
York and other financiers would have been 
favorable to Senator Hanna, or in his place, 
to Senator Fairbanks of Indiana. But Sena- 
tor Hanna declared last winter that he would 
not run, and within a few days has repeated 
the declaration. Senator Fairbanks also de- 
clares he is not a candidate. The refusal of 
these senators to enter the contest leaves 
Roosevelt without an opponent in republican 


to Cleveland. 

When it became apparent that no strong 
republican’ could be induced to run in oppo- 
sition to the- president and that his strong- 
est possible rival was openly in favor of his 
renomination, 
toward the democracy. When Grover Cleve- 
land emerged from his retirement at Prince- 
ton and showed himself to the people at 
St. Louis; when he discussed the presidency 
with the Washington correspondents at the 
dedication of the Louisiana purchase exposi- 
tion; and finally when he refused to deny 
his candidacy it became évident that there 
was in the fleld a man on whom Wall street 
could unite. He might not be nominated. 
His name might not even be presented, but 
the use of Cleveland’s name would focus at- 
tention upon the demands of Wall street 


‘| and recall to the fold the gold democrats 


until Judge Parker or some other acceptable 
conservative man could be brought forward. 

“The Wall street men wha favor Cleve- 
land’s nomination are remifiding each other 


a member of Mr. Cleveland’s first cabinet; 
that former Secretaries Herbert and La- 
mont, who are now identified with Wall 
street interests, are among his most con- 
fidential advisers, and that E. C. nedict, 
his intimate friend, has hinted that there 
is no law against an ex-president running 
for a third term. But the people’s hostility 
to a third. term is pronounced and Parker 
is not well enough known out of New York 
to make him a formidable candidate agains 

Roosevelt.“ 

Wall Street Will Wait. 

The plan of Wall street is to wait. Cleve- 
land it considers a possibility—not a prob- 
ability—but a possibility that must be reck- 
oned on. Parker is its other hope just now, 
for wise Wall street léaders declare that, no 
matter what the frantic crowd says or does, 
it will not support a rabid democrat, and they 
argue that Bryan could not be elected even 
if the result depended on Wall street alone. 

If Cleveland or Parker should be nominated 
Wall street would pour forth a campaign 
fund that would startle politicians. ‘“ Insur- 
ance against adverse legislation would find 
a policy holder in almost every financial con- 
cern in Wall street. The fund would be di- 
verted into a few states, and the financiers 
argue that their millions, dumped into New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut, and In- 
diatfa, would defeat Roosevelt if the south 
remained unbroken. 


What Republicans Say. 

Astute republican leaders believe that a 
democrat of Parker's type, should he be 
nominated, would, by the aid of Wall street, 
have a good fighting chance for election. 
Much will depend, the republican leaders 
say, on the developments of the fall and win- 
ter. Just now, they say, no one could even 
come near beating Roosevelt. Much will de- 
pend, too, they say, on the development of 
the anti-trust legislation. They declare that: 
should the persons interested in the small 
combines become convinced that the attack 
on great mergers will be extended, there will 
be danger for Roosevelt. So long as the 
small combines are convinced that only the 
large combines are to be hit, so the leaders 
declare, they will bé the strongest adherents 
of Roosevelt, but, should their own com- 
bines be included, they will be likely to op- 
pose him. 

Wall street wants no more legislation 
against trusts and it will fight the harder the 
more convinced it becomes that the admiiiis- 
tration is going deeper into the matter. Wall 
street is for a stand pat policy and an 
abatement of the anti-trust campaign, but no 
matter how loud the frantic class talks, no 
radical democrat can get its support.

The closing service was held in Unity 
church yesterday morning, and at the same 
time the Rev. A. Lazenby concluded his min- 
istry. 

The church now will be turned over to the

In his closing sermon Dr. Lazenby sug- 
gested that any apparent neglect of religion 
at the present time was probably only super- 
ficial and temporary.

Is true a change has 
come over the m world which is having 
a tremendous influ on the churches. 


“Jan Maclaren tells us there is a change of 
mind in sick-and dying people.

That 
is well. It indicates a healthy-mindedness 
infinitely better than that morbid concern 
about the soul.

‘PREACH ON HEROES OF WAR. 


Pastors of Several Churches Deliver 
Memorial Sermons—Dr. Driver Sug- 
gests Present Day Problems. 


Grand Army memorial sermons were 
preached in many Chicago churches yester- 
day. In the People’s church, Handel Hall, 
Dr. John Merritte Driver, who is the son of 
one of the first 75,000 volunteers .who re- 
sponded to Abraham Lincoln's call at the 
outbreak of the rebellion, and the father of 
the late James O. Driver of the Thirty-first 
Iiltinois Infantry, who was killed in the Phil- 
ippines, spoke on “The Final Grand Re- 
view.“ 

„ Well do I remember the day.“ he said. 
“when the Sons of Veterans on parade, fol- 
lowing in the glorious wake of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, were greeted with 
ridicule, and hailed as tin soldiers,’ and we 
counted ourselves fortunate if contemptuous , 
treatment ended with ribaldry and pan- 
tomime. But the war with Spain came on, 
and then the conflict in the Philippines, and 
every son of every veteran proved himeelf 
to be a genuine chip off the old block; that 


the heroes of Santiago and San Juan hill, 


of Manila bay, and of Pekin were worthy of 
the sires who fought at Vicksburg and Shiloh, 
and that the sons of ‘Johnny Reb’ and 
‘Billy Yank were Americans all, true to the 
old 


flag. 

When Roosevelt proposed to lead a storm- 
ing force up the heights of San Juan hill 
the dauntiess sons of Dixie's heroes, north 
and south alike, clamored for front assign- 
ments. When the legations of the world, our 


own included, were beleaguered in China's 


capital, and reinforcements were ordered, 
posthaste from Manila, the only dread of 
each regiment was that it might fail of an 
opportunity to bear a part in the impending 
struggle. 

“ But let us not forget, my young friends, 
that great problems confront us today, prob- 
lems as grave and momentous as those that 
confronted our fathers in the .ante-bellum 
days. The negro problem yet vexes us; the 
trades unionist giant, refusing to incor- 
porate and as a corporation become accessible 
and amenable to the law; the liquor demon, 
as deadly and more defiant and strongly en- 
trenched than ever; the widespread venality 
and corruptions in political life, and the de- 
scent of the arbiters of law and justice into 
the political arena to fiddle and dance and 
engage in the partisan chariot race—these, 
my young friends, are problems that will test 
our. patience, our wisdom, and our loftiest 
statesmanship for many years to come.“ 


Wer Directed by Providence. 


At the Wesley Methodist Episcopal church 
Wr -‘ington post, Grand Army of the Re- 
public, attended in a body. The church was 
decorated with flags. 8 the choir rendered 
patriotic music. The pastor, Dr. Polemus 
H. Swift, spoke. He said in part: 

Chance does not rule the world. There is 
a superygatural as well as a natural element 
among the forces that have operated to build 
up national life. Providencein history means 
God at work for the good of the entire race. 

If we can trace the hand of God anywhere 
in human history we can do so through the 
dark period of the civil war. We have seen 
what lay back of the first shell that burst 
over Fort Sumter. We have come to. under- 
stand the philosophy of the conflict. We have 
noted how the doctrine of the brotherhood of 
man came out of the chaos, and we know 
that there were forces at work other than 
those of shot and shell, flaming saber and 
bloodstained bayonet. God was with the right 
through the darkness the end. Every one 
knows that now. * 


GERMAN SOCIETIES IN SESSION. 


‘Illinois Federation of Roman Catholic 
Organizations Opens I Conven- 
tion at Bloomington. 


Bloomington, III., May 24.—{Special.]—The 
eleventh annual convention of the Illinois 
Federation of German Roman Catholic so- 
cieties opened here today with 5,000 visitors. 
The Chicago delegation of 1,500 came in two 
special trains. Peoria sent 1,000, Springfield 
an equal number, and there were delegations 
ranging from 500 to 800 from Streator, Peru, 
La Salle, Decatur, and other places.

Dr. Johnston Myers Preaches in Im- 
manuel Baptist Church on Work 

Accomplished Toward Redeeming 
Eastern Eitension of the District— 
Dr. Henry Irving Rasmus Talks on 
‘Retgn of Crime in Chicago—Rev. W. 
A. Bartlett Urges Midnight Closing. 


“What great results have been accom- 
plished in one week! Wabash avenue will 
not be a ‘ levee.” Dwenty-second street will 
soon be rid of the resorts which have defied 
law for years.” 

In these words the Rev. Johnston Myers 

mmed up last evening the work of the 
y Vigilance committee of which he is a leading 
member. His sermon in Immanuel Baptist 
church was devoted to reviewing the work. 

* Since last Sunday.“ he continued, three 
saloon licenses have been revoked in this 
vicinity. These Ahree will be compelled to 
go out of business. One of the new places, 
which has been equipped at large expense,has 
been refused a license. Every place in this 
neighborhood has obeyed the midnight clos- 
ing ordinance for the first time in many 
years. The keepers of two places have been 
arrested and will be tried for violating the 
law. And yet we have had only one week of 
active operation. This fight is only just 


begun. 

“We expected when we began that it 
would require months, and possibly years, 
before these resorts and saloons are wholly 
driven from this part of the city. The mayor 
and the police deserve great credit for the 
kindness and courtesy extended to the citi- 
zens’ committee and for keeping their word 


and enforcing the law.“ 


Reign of Crime in Chicago. 

At South Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
church Dr. Henry Irving ‘Rasmus took for 
his theme The Reign of Crime in Chicago.“ 
He said in part: | 

“It seems that we have come to the time 
when, in a peculiar way, crime reigns in 
Chicago. What are the conditions wit- 
nessed in thie metropolis, beautiful with its 
intellectual culture, surpassing that of either 
Greece or Rome, its religious life more re- 
splendent than that of Jerusalem in its 
ancient glory, but balefully brilliant with its 
crime and sin? 

“Criminals with their faces in well nigh 

every rogues’ gallery in America walk the 
streets without apparent concern. Burglaries 
occur in appalling numbers. Pickpockets on 
street and car line do their nefarious work. 
Dynamiters cast their bombs under the walls 
of the church. The saloon defiantly opposes 
law. Murder bas come to an apparent pas- 


time. 

“Such are some of the conditions of crime 
in Chicago that make the sober minded law 
abiding citizen wonder what the end will be. 

“To what is this reign of crime mostly 
due? Any intelligent citizens can answer. 
Chiefly to the reign of rum. Who is re- 
sponsible? Let me bring it nearer home. 
What is the ministry of the city, with a few 
exceptions, doing in a practical way to stop 
this rule of wickedness? Who has not marked 
the apathy of the membership of the churches 
concerning it?“ 

Urges Midnight Closing. 
The Rev. W. A. Bartlett. in the First Con- 
gregational church, said in the course of his 
sermén: | 

„What do you make of a condition where 
we have to. depend on vigilance committees 
of citizens to force the authorities to keep 
the laws. I note with thankfulness that the 
chief of police is bestirring himself and that 
saloonkeepers of our district are some of 
them losing their licenses. 

“To permit these places to defy the law 
in the matter of midnight closing or any 
other deviation from the statutes is playing 
with the torch that may set fire to our in- 
flammable material.” 


Mayor Tells of Levee Trip. 


Mayor Harrison's informal call on Friday 
night was the octasion of much comment in 
the Wabash avenue levee yesterday. The 
mayor explained that he had attended a 
meeting in Thirty-first street, and then 
drove about the district to know for himself 
of the conditions prevailing there. “I was 
in my buggy, and as we were coming north 
I drove through the district to see the place 
for myself, he said. “I did not leave the 
buggy. though, and did not stop to speak to 
any one.“

PATIBNT JUMPS 70 DEATH 


LEAPS FROM FOURTH STORY WIN- | 
DOW AT COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Herman Wettges, Suffering with Ery- 
sipelas and Net Known te Be De- 
Mrious, Breaks Oat Upper Sash, 
Lower Being Guarded with Bars, 
and Springs Out—Internal Injuries 
Result Fatally Next Day—Warden 

*Exenerates Nurse of Blame. 


As the result of jumping from a fourth story 
window of the County hospital, Herman 
Wettges, a patient, died yesterday. An in- 
quest will be held today. 

Wettges arrived at the hospita! unassisted 
Friday morning. He was suffering from 
erysipelas and was taken to the contagious 
ward, on the top floor of the west wing. Harly 
Saturday morning the night nurse, Ida M. 
Hickman, reported that the patient was rest- 
less and twice she was attracted to his room 
by noise. About 5 o’clock in the morning 
she heard the window glass falling and 
rushed from the adjoining — to see what 
the trouble was. 

Wettges had 
sash of the window and jumped to the ground. 
He was picked up with one rib broken. In- 
ternal injuries caused his death. 


Statement of the Nurse. . 

Miss Hickman said that when she visited 
him early in the evening to take his tempera- 
ture, pulse, and respiration she saw nothing 
peculiar and that at midnight he was sleep- 
ing soundly. At 2 o'clock in the morning he 
wanted a drink of cold water. She took him 
a pitcher of ice water, which was left in his 
room. With. this pitcher he afterwards 
broke the window. Between that time and 
5 o'clock the nurse said that she heard him 
several times and went to his room. Wettges 
told her that he wanted his clothes so he 
could leave the hospital. She did not notice 
that he was delirious. : 

Warden Happel said that he would not 
suspend the nurse. 

Miss Hickman, from the information I 
have received.“ he said, was attentive to 
the patient and took all precaution to insure 
his safety. The patient broke the window 
with the water pitcher and jumped out. I 
never thought that a patient would do that. 
When the bars were placed on the lower 
part of the window we thought they would 
afford all necessary precaution. The patient 
probably had become delirious suddenly. I 
have known patients to become so within five 
minutes, according to all appearances.“ 

Supposed to Have Wealthy Parents. 

Wettges, according to the history sheet, is 
a laborer, 26 years old, living at 113 Jefferson 
street. At 113 Jefferson street William 
Schroeder, a roomer, said he had known 
Wettges for eight years, but had not seen him 
for a year until last Friday nforning. 

I met him at a saloon on Madison street. 
Schroeder said, and he had his face ban- 
daged. He told me that he was sick, and 
was going to the county hospital. Several 
years ago we worked together out west on a 
railroad, and he told me that his parents were 
wealthy. He received money through the 
mails sometimes.”

The twenty-fifth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Congregation of Anshe K'nesseth 
Israel was celebrated at the synagogue, Clin- 
ton and Judd streets, yesterday afternoon. 
Nearly all the speakers made reference to 
the recent massacre of Jews in Russia. A 
fund of more.than $1,000 was raised for the 
purpose of redecorating the building, which 
is said to be one of the largest synagogues 
for orthodox Jews in the United States.

ASSET CURRENCY FALLACIES. 
National bankers say desirable elasticity 
will be given to the currency if they are al- 
lowed to issue asset notes to the amount of 
25 or 30 per cent of the capital of their 
banks. The aggregate capital of the banks 


| is now $740,000,000. If the desired legisfa- 


tion were granted the national banks would 
be empowered to issue asset notes to the 
amount of. $185,000,000 or 220,000, 000. 
The stock of money in all kinds in circula- 
tion is about $2,350,000,000.. The bankers 


argue that if they were empowered to add 


8 or 9 per cent to that total when an emer- 
gency required it there would be no further 
distress from a contraction of the currency 
and uo further stringency in the mioney mar- 
ket when a demand arose for currency to 

“move the crops.” The bankers argue 
"also that when the special pressure for cur- 
rency ceases the asset notes will flow back 
for redemption to the banks that issued 
them, and will not be put out again until 
another emergency arises. 

The argument is defective in that it makes 
no allowance for the fact that bankers are 
not machines but human beings, a little 
selfish, a little fond of gain, and unwilling to 
forego an opportunity of adding a few dol- 
lars to their profits, although the profits may 
already be large. To lose a chance to make 
a little more than they are making seems to 
them the unforgivable sin. 

If the bankers were authorized to issue 
asset notes to the amount of $185;000,000, 
which would have, if loaned, an earning 
power of $9,250,000, they could not be ex- 
pected to wait impassively for a demand 


by the business community for more money 


before issuing asset notes, The wankers 
would endeavor to create a demand which 
they could earn nine and a quarter million 
dollars a year by gratifying. Where are the 
men who would be so yntrue to what they 
consider the first laws of good banking as to 
neglect a profit which lay within their 
reach? 

A scarcity of money checks speculation, 
and an abundance of mouey fosters it. To 
the extént that asset notes are issued spec- 
ulation will be promoted and the demand 
for money will keep pace with the incre’ e 
in the volume of the circulating medium, 
and when the banks have issued all the asset 
notes permissible there will still be—unless 
the crash comes sooner—a demand for ad- 
ditional issues so there may be an oe 
currency. ” 

quantities without provision for their re- 
tirement there would ultimately be a panic, 
The expansion of the currency. through 
‘notes which the banks of issue would make 
strong efforts to keep in circulation would 
provoke speculation. Prices would go up. 
Exports would decline, because foreigners 
would refuse to take American products 
at the high prices. Imports would increase 
and there would be an outflow of gold to pay 
for them, Contraction would follow expan- 
sion. The illusory. prosperity of the coun- 
try would give place to a panic. Attempts” 
at inflation of the currency should be stub- 
bornly resisted, and the bankers’ asset 
uote scheme involves inflation with all its 
ruinous consequences. 

The bankers could not resist the tempta- 
tion to issue and make money from their 
asset notes, though not really needed by 
the business interests of the country. When 
some notes had once been issued the banks 
would contend, and the public probably 
would believe, that they ought to remain 
out because there was a steady demand 
for them. A little later on the banks would 
say there was a monetary stringency and 
issue more notes. When the alleged strin- 
gency had gone by the banks would say 
there had been a business expansion which 
made it inadvisable to retire thé notes last 
issued. So would it go, step by step, until 
the banks had issued all the asset notes 
they were allowed to, aud where would 
“the elasticity of the currency” be? 

The Canadians have an “elastic” sys- 
tem. Their banks are authorized to issue 
notes to the amount of $73,000,000. Notes 
are out to the amount of $58,200,000, lear- 
ing a margin of only $15,000,000. The 
Canadian banks have deposits of $418,000,- 
000, while their cash reserves are only 17 
per cent of their deposit and note liabilities, 
‘The relief which the banks can afford in a 
time of panic by further note issues amounts 
to only $15,000,000, which is less than 4 
per cent of their deposits. Yet there are 
bankers who say the United States should 

learn from Canada how to establish a 
banking and currency system under which 
there may be an automatic expansion and 
contraction of the currency according to 
the requirements of . business. 

It is easy to see why the national bankers 
should look approviugly on the asset note 
plan by which they might make over 
$9,000,000 a year. The government would 
make nothing, but the bankers argue that 
that is not their concern. Their ideal gov- 
ernment is a beneficent and simple minded 
one which gives them much and asks sided 
ing in return. 

There is occasionally need of an eine. 
diate increase in the volume of currency, 
There come times of stress and strain.when 
a little elasticity. in the currency will avert 
serious inconvenience and loss. It is the 
opinion of many that the banks may safely 
be empowered to issue asset notes to a lim- 
ited amount when there is a real exigency, 
but that a tax should be imposed on the 
notes so heavy as to force their retirement 
when the urgent demand for. currency 
abates. Notes thus taxed would remain 
out during a period of acute financial striu- 
gency, but ‘no longer. When normal con- 
ditions returned the notes would disappear, 
as the state bank notes did when the 10 per 
cent tax was imposed on them. 

If the bankers are willing to necept legis- 
lation ee Such lines congress may accom- 
modate them. It hardly will authorize 
them to force into circulation $185,000,000 


or $20,000,000 in asset notes so they may 
add $9,250,000 to their profits and rekindle 
_the dying flames of of speculation. 


HOSPITALS— NUISANCES. | 

The city council health committee cannot 
be blamed for trying to revise section 48 
of the building ordinance. Section 48 
seems to contemplate the destruction of the 
hospital facilities of Chi¢ago. It provides 
that no hospital shall be maintained on any 
residence street, avenue, or alley—even res- 
idence alleys are protected unless the per- 
sous who maintain the hospital sécure the 
signed consent pf persons representing the 
entire frontage of all four sides of the block 
in which the hospital is situated, as well 
as the signed consent of us represent- 
ing the near side of the block opposite. 

This would have been the epitaph of the 
hospital business in Chicago had not two 
eireumstances intervened. First, the peo- 
ple of Chleago showed their usual skill in 
snubbing, 
ing an ordinance whose acquaintance they 
didn’t care to make. Second, Corporation 
Counsel Walker finally declared that the 
ordinance was void. It went, beyond the 
power of the city council, which has not 
been clothed by the legislature with the 
power ‘to regulate the location of hospitals. 

It becomes necessary, therefore, to give 
section 48 a new face. The kind of face it 
will have will be determined by the fact 
that, although the council has no power to 
regulate the location of hospitals, it does 
have the power to regulate nuisances. This 
power is part of that expansive, elastic 
prerogative called the police power. 

By means of this power the city council 
health committee proposes to define cer- 
tain kinds of hospitals as nuisances and to 
surround the maintenance of such hospitals 
with suitable restrictions. Five kinds of 
hospitals are mentioned— for insane 
persons, those for inebriates, those for epi- 
leptics, those for pePsons suffering from an 
excessive use of drugs, and those for per- 
sons suffering from contagious diseases, 

One further kind of hospital was about 


to be included in this list, but was happily V. 


omitted. To put the Chicago Lying-in hos- 
pital in the same class with hospitals fo 
“drunks” and dope flends would have 
been an outrage. The women of Chicago 
did well to protest. The members of the 
council health committee did well to yield. 
With lying-in hospitals omitted, the new 
ordinance deserves to be e passed. :

The English munici- 
pal dignitaries spent a week at Brussels, 
here they were simply overwhelmed with 
attentions, not only by the burgomaster but 
also by the government, and in particular 
by the king, who sent a special steamer to 
bring them over from Doyer to . Ostend, 
placed the royal train at their disposal for 
the trip from Ostend to the Capital, gave a 
grand banquet in their honor at the palace, 
where he showered compliments on the lady 
mayoress and on the wives of the sheriffs, 
caused a state performance to be given at the 
opera for them, and conferred upon the lord 
mayor the commandership of the order of 
Leopold and upon the two sheriffs minor 
grades of the same decoration. Besides this 
he caused them to be entertained by the 
prime minister, the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, and other great dignitaries. 

The consequence is that they have returned 
to London perfectly enthusiastic about King 
Leopold and about his wonderful “ en- 
lightenment and kindness, and it is need- 
less to say that from now on the lord mayor 
will turn a deaf ear to all suggestions and 
requests made to him to organize a public 
meeting at the Guild hall or at the Mansion 
house in London to consider the appalling 
cruelty and the various horrors that charac- 
terize the government of the Congo Free

; False Trade Alarms. 


Tue treasury bureau of statistics finds in 
the figures of the foreign commerce of this 
country up to this time no justification for 
the alarms which have been sounded during 
the last two years regarding the trade rela- 
tions between the United States and certain 
other countries of the world. 

“The three countries which have been men- 
tioned from time. to time as likely to decrease 
their importations from the United States are 

Russia, Austria-Hungary, and Germany. A 
study of the latest figures of the treasury. 
bureau of statistics regarding imports and 
exports shows a steady growth in the trade 
relations with all of these countries, and 
fadicates that eur commerce with each of 

ig dikely to be larger in the present fiscal 
r than in any previous year in the history 
of our commerce. This is true both of the im- 


ports and. exports... To each of these three |: 


countries our exports are steadily and rap- 
idly increasing, and from each of them our 
imports are also steadily and rapidly in- 


creasing. 

This is especially 8 * the figures 
of our trade relations with Russia in the 
preserit fiscal year. The latest figures of the 
Dureau of statistics are for the nine months 
ending with March. They show that our ex- 
ports to Russia in that period were nearly

Labor Troubles Affect Business. 


In a wholesale way the volume of business 
in certain lines, mainly manufacturing and 
the industrial branches, was interfered with 
last week by labor troubles, the tendency of 
which was to restrict output; but the con- 
sumptive lines are generally reparted as 
showing a healthful state of activity. Gro- 
cery lines, as an example, report about as 
much doing as in any recent week. Staples 
moved with a fair degree of activity, though 
trade in dried fruits was reported as show 
ing the effect of active competition with 
larger supplies of fresh fruit. 

The season for the latter is just beginning 
and as usual California promises to break 
many of its past splendid records in this 
line. During the week the United Fruit Auc- 
tion company opened its season’s business 
in California fruits with the sale of an ex- 

ress consignment of 500 boxes of cherries. 

hese, as usual, came in 10 Ib boxes, prices 
secured ranging from $1.10 to $2.00. A sec- 
ond consignment of 600 boxes was received 
on Saturday. As the season advances this 
fruit will come in refrigerftor carlote. As 
stated, the year’s output promises to be 
larger than last season, when 1,318 carloads 
of cherries, apricots, and plums 
were sold in this market. 


Metal Trades Disturbed. 


In none of the industrial lines is the effect. 
of labor troubles more keenty felt than in 
the various branches of the metal trades. On 
thie subject the Iron and Machinery World 


says: 

“Tt is in some degree curtailing the con- 
sumption of iron and steel and there is an air 
of uncertainty pervading many branches of 
the trade which conduces to dullness. Other 
influences are also mainly quieting im their 
tendencies. Prices have held up well this 
week and there are no surface indications 
of serious declines in any products of the 
mills. 

“The real test of the ability of large pro- 
duters to maintain prices in the face of a 
more moderate demand is yet to be made, 
and perhaps no one knows just what action 
the large producers would take under von- 
ditions yet to develop. But there is no ques- 
tion that the present sent!ment in the pro- 
ducing trade is to adhere strictly to current 
levels. There is backwardness on the part 
of buyers to purchase even their present 
requirements, and an unsettlement of pres- 
ent prices would no doubt deepen that re- 
luetance to buy. Hence while trade is com- 

tively quiet, there is observable little 
any decline in values. 


Active Movement of Coal. 


The coal trade is active, supplies of an- 
thracite being rushed to head of the lake 
points with all possible speed, and the de- 
mand for it ie good. It is not necessary to 
look to any particular section of the country 
for activity in anthracite coal. It is a par- 
ticularly lively commodity, popular wherever 
known and wherever used. In fact, some of 


2 have already suspended busi- guy 


for the current month. The orders 
booked exceed the expected output for the 
month. Some of the disappointed buyers 
have given instructions to have the coal 
shipped tn June if May deliveries prove un- 
attainable. The west may be receiving as 
much rail coal as ordinarily at this time of 
year, but the tonnage is not enough, the lake 
receipts are below current requirements, and 
stocks at the majority of the docks are in- 
complete. Far sighted shippers are begin- 
ning to inquire what the anthracite trade of 
next fall will be like if the present activity 
continue much longer. 
Lumber lines are practically at a standstill 
owing to labor troubles. Many cargoes stand 
at docks and cars on sidings awaiting settile- 
ment of labor disputes before they can be 
unloaded. There is a fair demand at the 
wholesale yards for lumber for country de- 
livery and a moderate requirement from the 
city, but building contractors and many of 
the consuming: industries are greatly em- 
barrassed from the want of lumber and are 
compelled to curtail or shut down their op- 


erations.

Dry Goods Situation 


In dry goods lines interest attaches prin- 
cipally to cottons, owing to the manipu- 
lated conditions of the market on raw. On 
this subject the Dry Goods Reporter says: 

Mul difficulties at present divide atten- 
tion with the excitement in raw cotton. The 
dry goods trade is watching these two cen- 
ters of interest with eager concern. With 
raw cotton above lic and cottons manufac- 
tured, ac to mill people, on a de basis, 
the demands of textile workers for higher 
wages, will doubtiess be refused temporari- 
ly. The Lowell mills have declined to ac- 
cede to the demands of their help for an in- 
crease in wages, and the factories are closed. 
Fall River mill owners are now confronted 
with similar labor difficulties which Lowell 
had, and in all probability will decide as did 
the latter. 

Additional shutdowns among cotton 
mille are expected if the price of cotton does 
not break. Will it break? A correct answer 
to that question would simplify the situation. 
Where the large supply of cotton has gone 
Js aleo.a perplexing problem. Cotton blank- 
ets have taken a large amount, but still a 
considerable stock should be on hand. The 
lower grades of cotton are well used up. 
Is the surplus of cottons real or only appar- 
ent? Probably only apparent. The demand 
during the last few weeks has not been 
normal. Granted, therefore, seasonable 
‘weather and normal trade, and this apparent 
surplus may dissolve.” 


Crop Question in Wheat. 

Wheat traders were no sooner convinced 
dy the government report that no serious in- 
jury had been done to the crop as the result 
of the cold wave at the end of April than 
they were stirred, by reports from the soft 
winter wheat territory which came in in- 
ereasing numbers and more insistently, tell- 
ing of serious Gamage by flies, by drought, 
and by rust, and of an apparent loss of vital- 
ity in places were no cause seemed clear. 
The reporte came largely from St. Louis, 
which was a clearing house for their distri- 
bution; that market had a sharp advance 
and buying for St. Louis account was to some 
extent responsible for an upturn here, on 
which the July price reached 74%c, the best 
figure in several months. There were com- 
plaints of serious damage also in the hard 
winter wheat states, Kansas and Oklahoma, 
but not much reliance was placed on them. 
General rains which brought relief to all 
sections where dry weather had been charged 
with the troubles of the wheat plant, except 
in California, started a liquidating movement 
which forced a reaction of Ne. a part of 
which was recovered at the chose of the 
week, which was unchanged for July, yes ec 
lower for-September. Considerations of the 
growing crop have been the main influence in 
the market, and there is no question that 
there has been a loss in condition in many of 
the soft winter wheat states, Snow estimat- 
ing a general impairment during the month 
equal to five points. 

The cash situation has held strong, al- 
though the export demand has been reported

Oats Outlook Poor. 


The continued dry weather in Illinois and 
eastward which has been unfavorable for 
the oats crop brought new support to the

The July went up 1½ to 
Ae. Rains through Illinois relieved the 
drought partially and started a selling rush 
which cost the market all ite advance tem- 
porarity, but half of it was quickly regained, 
There has been no general relief east of the 
Mississippi, and the market has been strong 
on the belief that with the reduced area, the 
poor start the crop had, and the unfavorable 
conditions over a large part of the area, the 


‘| yield is bound to be a small one and also a 


late one. Country offerings of cash oats are 
light and encourage the belief that reserves 
of the old crop are not large. 

The tendency in the provision list was quite 
steadily upward, the May pork clinging quite 
steadily around $19.00, though the entire price 
range during the week was only 1T%c. Lard 
and ribs showed a lUttle more strength, 
though at no time any high degree of activity. 
The feature of the market was the leas préss- 
ing demand from May pork shorts and an 
absence of former liquidation in other prod- 
uct.

LONDON. May 24.—The reduction of the 
Bank of England’s official rate of discount 
from 4 to 8% per cent has already helped the 
stock markets, which now havea firmer tone 
than for many months. The bank still holds 
coin and bullion of over §177,500,000, which is 
$2,500,000 more than a year ago, when the 
3 per cent rate was operative, so that its 

tion is still strong. 

e high rate has been almost wholly due 
to the recemt large loan issues, which as yet 
have not found their way into hands that are 
strong enough to hold them, with the result 
of making it necessary to finance the weak 
speculator. This state of things has bur- 
dened the trade of the country with a 4 per 
cent bank rate since October. This is really 
a 5 per cent rate, for the banks throughout 
the country charge 1 per cent above the offi- 
cial minimum rate of —-!, 


The reduction of dan te rate promises a much 
needed stimulus to internal trade, which is 
none too flourishing. The condition of the 
international monetary position has entirely 
justified the action of the bank in reducing 
the rate ofinterest. American exchangeis at 
a point which admits of gold shipments to 
Paris, in the first place. Secondly, large pur- 
chases of British securities for French in- 
vestors have lifted the French rates of ex- 
change considerably above the point at which 
it would pay to take the gold from London 
for Paris. Thirdly, German exchange is 
much above the figure at which gold ship- 
ments to that country would be profitable. 

The directors of the bank therefore had 
no diffgulty in reaching the conclusion that 
there was no danger of gold exports, espe- 
cially as the open market is etili considerabiy 
indebted to the central institution, although 
the wholeof the application money in respect 
to the Transvaal loan is to be returned to the 
applicants. 


— 

The principal feature at present in the 
situation is the marked recovery in American 
railway shares. The tone here is firm. Buy- 
ing orders for most of the leading shares have 
put the prices well above the New York 
parity, the rise in some instances being sub- 
stantial. In foreign railway securities there 
has been a slight improvement ina feu of 
the Argentine descriptions. 

The average British investor in 
taking an unfavorable view, of the situation 
in south Africa. Even the Transvaal loan 
has declined fractionally every day since its 
issue, while the panicky feeling in the min- 
ing market has been intensified by a series 
of speculative failures at Johannesburg.

Two Year Old Special on Wednesday

Considerable surprise has been expressed 
by horsemen and racetraek patrons at the 
condition of the Hawthorne track.
